As the place-bill has been the fub- 
ct of publick converfation for fome 
me pait, *tis thought the following 
beech of John Sheffield late Duke of 
ckingham,made in the houfe of Lords 
K. William’s time, taken from his 


race's works, will be acceptable, 
Vou. Il, 
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The Earlof Mulgrave’s Speech inthe 
of Lords, for the bill touching free and 
impartial proceedings in parliament. 


His debate is of fo great confe« 
quence, that ] refolv’d to be fi- 
lent, and rather to be acviled by the a- 
bility of others, than to thew my own 
want of it ; belides, it is of fo nice a na- 
ture, that I who (peak always unpreme- 
ditately, apprehend extremely the fay- 
ing any thing which may be thought the 
leaft reflecting ; tho’ even that ought not 
to reftrain a man here from doing his 
duty to the publick, in a bufinefs where 
it feems to be fo highly concerned. 
I have always heard, I i ve always 
read, that foreign nations, and all this 
part of the w orid, have admir’ dand en- 
vy'd theconttitution of thisgovernment. 
For, not to {peak of the King’s power, 
here is a houfe of Lords to advile him 
on all important occafions, about peace 
or war, about all things that may con- 
cern the nation, the care of which 15 ve- 
ry much entraited to your Lordthips. 
But yet, becaufe your Lordfhips cannot 
be fo converfant with the generality of 
the people, nor foconftantly in the coun- 
try as is neceflary for that purpote, here 
is a houle of Commons alio, chofen by 
the very people themielves, newly come 
from among them, or fhould be fo, to 
reprefent boldly all their grievances, to 
expreis the true mind of the nation, and 
to diipote of their money, at leaft fo far 
as to beginall bills of that nature; and, 
if 1am not miftaken, the very writ for 
elections fent down to the Sheriffs, does 
impower them to chufe, what? their 
repreientatives. Now, my Lords, I be- 
feech you to confider the meaning of the 
word Reprefentative. \s it to do any 
thing contrary to their mind ? [t would 
be abiurd to {uppofe it: and yet how 
can it be otherwife, if they, after their 
being chofen, change theirdependency, 
and engage themfelves in employments 
plainly inconfiftent with that great truft 
repofed in them ? And that I will cake 
the liberty todemonitrate to your Lord- 
fhips they row do, at leait according to 
my humble opinion. 
‘I will inftance firit in the leaft and 
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Joweft incapacity they be under, 
who fo take employments. 

Your Lordfhips know but too well 
what a general carelefnefs there appears 
every day more and more in the publick 
bufinefs: if fo, how is it likely that men 

hould be as diligent in their duty in 
parliament as that bufinefs requires, 
where employments, and a great aeal of 
other bufinefs, fhall take up both their 
minds and their time ? 

But then in fome cafes "tis worfe; as 

in commands of the army, and other 
employments of that kind, when they 
mutt have a divided duty: for it does 
admirably become an officer to fit vo- 
ting away money in the houfe of Com- 
mons, while his foldiers are perhaps ta- 
king it away at their quarters, for want 
of his prefence to reftrain them, and of 
better difcipline among them: nay, per- 
haps his troop or regiment may be in 
fone action abroad, and he mutt either 
have the thame of being abfent from 
them at fuch a time,or from that houfe, 
where he 1s entrutted with all our li- 
berties. ‘lo this | have heard but one 
objection by a Noble Lord, That if this 
act fhould pafs, the King is not allow’d 
to make a Captain or a Colonel, with- 
out difabling him to fit in parliament, 
by fuch a commitlion. 

Truly, if a Captain has only defer- 
ved to be advanced for expofing himéelf 
in parliament, I think the nation would 
have no great lols in the King’s letting 
dione tuca a preferment. 

But, my Lords, there is another fort 
of incapacity yet worle than this; I 
mean that of parhamient-mens having 
fuch places in the exchequer, as the very 
profit of them depends on the money gi- 
ven to the King in parliament. Would 
any ot your Lordthips fend and entrutt 

‘man tomake a bargain for you, whofe 

verv intereit fhall be to make you give 
as much as he can pofhibly ? 

[t puts me in mind of a farce, where 
an actor holdsa dialogue with himfelf, 
{peaking frit in One tone, and then an- 
fwering himftelf in another. 

Really, my Lords, this is no farce: 
for ‘tis no laugh ng matter to undo 2

for a member of parliament to afk firt 
in the King’s name for fuch a fort of a 
fupply, give an account from him how 
much is needful towards the paying 
{uch an army, or fuch a fleet, and then 
immediately give, by his ready vote, 
what he had before afk’d by his matter’s 
order. Befides, my Lords, there is fuch 
a neceflity now for long feflions of par- 
liament, and the very privileges belong- 
ing to members are of fo great extent, 
that it would be a little hard and un- 
equal to other Gentlemen, that they 
fhould have all the places too, as well 
as the privileges. 

All the objections that have been 
made, may be reduced to thefe. 

Firft ’tis told us, that it is a difre- 
{pect to the King, if his fervants or offi- 
cers be 

To this, I defire it may be conii- 
dered, that tis in this cafe, as when a 
tenant fends up any body to treat for 
him. Would any of your Lordthips 
think it a difrefpeét, nay, would the 
King himfelf think it any, if the tenant 
would not wholly refer himfelf to one 
of your own fervants, or the King’s 
Commiflioners in the cafe of the crown? 
and if he chufes rather fome plain ho- 
neit friend of his own to fupply his ab- 
fence here ; will any blame duch a pro- 
ceeding, or think it unmannerly ? 

All we would prevent, is, that a good 
rich corporation fhould not chufe to en- 
trait with all their liberties, a plain ho- 
neit country neighbour, and find him 
within fix months changed into a pre- 
ferred cunning courtier ; who fhall tic 
them to their choice, though he is no 
more the fame man than if he were 


turn’d Papift; which by the law, as 


ftands already, puts an incapacity upon 
him. 


Another objeétion is, That this act 


may, by its confequence, prolong th’s 
parliament: which they allow would 
be a very great grievance ; and yet fup- 
poie the King capable of putting it up- 
onus. I have too much refpect for 


him to admit of this: but I am glad Gi 


however that ’tis objected by Privy- 
countellors in favour; who confequent- 
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Bwhich they now exclaim againit as fo 
Freat a grievance. 

But pray,my Lords,what fhouldtempt 
Bethe King to fo ill a policy ? Can he fear 
Ma freedom of choice in the people, to 
Ww hofe good-will he owes all that power, 

Mewhich thefe Lords fuppofe he may ule 
their prejudice ? 
He Therefore give me leave to fay, as I 
not fufpect him of fo ill a defign 
Mas the perpetuating this parliament, fo 
e cannot, he ought not to fufpect a na- 
ion, fo entirely (I was going to fay, fo 
ondly) devoted to him. 
My Lords, no man is readier than 
myielf to allow that we owe the crown 
Gye! jubmiflion, as to the time of calling 
Weparliaments according to law, and ap- 
Sagepointing alfo where they fhall fit. But, 
ith reverence be it fpoken, the King 
Smo wes the nation entire freedom, in chu- 
rg their reprefentatives ; and it is no 
Saaec's his duty, than his true intereft, that 

Much afair and jut proceeding fhould be 
fed towards us. 

Confider, my Lords, of what mighty 
oniequence it may be, that /o many votes 

ould be free, when upon one fingle one 
> mmeay depend the whole fecurity or b/s of 
nation. By one fingle vote a general 
xcife may be granted, and then we are 
gi! loft. By one fingle vote the crown may 
be impowered to name all the commiffioners 
or raifing the taxes, and then furely we 
bould be in a fair way towards it. 
m Nay, whatever has happened may a- 
Spain be apprehended ; and I hope tho/e 
‘auerend Prelates will refle&t, that if 
hey grow once obnoxious to a prevalent 
Barty, one fingle voice may be as dangerous 
ee? ‘Lat bench, asa general diflatisfaction 
me nong the people proved to be once in 
‘ate experiment; which am far from 
aying by way of threatning, but by 
ay of caution. | 
My Lords, we may think, becaufe 
his concerns not the houfe of Lords, 
hat we need not be fo over-careful of 
he matter. But there are Noblemen 
n France, at leaft fuch as were fo be- 
ore they were enflaved, who, that they 
might domineer over others, and ferve 
prefent turn perbaps, \et all things a- 
pne fo long, sil] the people were quite 
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maftered, and the Nobility themfelves too, 


‘to bear them company. So that I never 


met a Frenchman, even of the greateft 
rank, (and fome had 10,000 pittoles a- 
year in employments) that did not en- 
vy us here for our freedom from that 
flavery which they grone under: and 
this I have obferved univerfally, except 
in Monfieur De Louvois, Montieur Col- 
bert, or fuch people ; becautfe they were 
the minifters themfelves who occafioned 
thefe complaints, and thrived by the op- 
preffion of others. 

My Lords, this country of ours is very 
apt to be provoked ; we have had alate 
experience: and tho’ no wife man but 
would bear a great deal rather than 
make a buftle; yet really the people 
are otherwile, and at any time change 
a prefent uneafinefs for any other con- 
dition, tho’a worle. We have known 
it fo too often, and fometimes repented 
it too late. 

Let them not have this new provo-~ 
cation, in being debarred from a fecu- 
rity in their reprefentatives. For ma- 
licious people will not fail to infufe in- 
to their minds, that all thofe vaft fums 
which have been, and fill muft be raifed 
towards this war, are not di/pofed away 
in fo fair a manner as ought to be; and 
I am afraid they will fay their money 
is not given, but taken. 

Iam fure, whatever fuccefs this bill 
may have, there muft needs come fome 
good effect of it: for if it paffes, it will 
give us fecurity ; if it be obitructed, it 
will give us warning.
